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HE eleventh edition of Motor Truck Facts presents a number of record- 

shattering annual statistics for the motor trucking industry, such as the 
number of vehicles in use, total mileage driven, employment, and ton-miles 
hauled in intercity service, as well as the results of new studies that became 
available during the year.

Continued emphasis is given to the part played by motor trucks in the 
marketing of farm produce. Increased use of trucks now enables every 
produce-growing region in the United States to reach one or more major 
wholesale markets in a minimum of time. The flexibility and speed of trucks 
in hauling produce to major markets not only benefits the farmer but-also the 
consumer by making available fresher products at lower cost. 


Potential demand for new trucks continues strong, in that one out of every 
five trucks in use is a pre-War Il model.

Vehicle taxes among the several vehicle types shown, it does not reflect the grect 
variations among the states in the relative tax burden on each type of vehicle. 
Another analysis published in the April 1953 issue of “Public Roads” presents a 
comparison of the several kinds of taxes on the various types of vehicles by states. 
The data in the charts do not include city and county taxes, or property taxes on 
motor vehicles.

The Federal Coordinator of Transportation, Joseph Eastman, in his report entitied “Analysis of 
Highway and Street Costs and Motor Vehicle User Payments” (Vol. IV “Public Aids to Transportation”), 
issued in 1940, concluded that motor vehicles as a group had paid more than their fair share of high- 
way and street costs from 1927 to 1937, the latest year analyzed. The above chart shows that motor 
trucks alone now pay more taxes than did passenger cars, buses and trucks combined in 1939 and 
earlier years.

Trucks Work 58 Days a Year Per Family 





Directly or indirectly, the average family has a truck working for it approximately 58 days or nearly 
2 months out of every year. In 1951 trucks hauled over 11 billion tons of freight—about 70 tons per 
person, or 240 tons per family. Naturally, each person or family does not contract directly for all of 
this service, but they do have an economic stake in the trucks which, for example, haul the steel from 
the mill to the factory making refrigerators, and the trucks which haul the refrigerators to the retailer, 
and then to his home. The cost of trucking farm products from farm to market is reflected in the price 
of food. In the final analysis all trucking is for the benefit of the individual consumer.

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Universities Offer Motor Fleet Courses 


Courses in motor fleet supervision and maintenance, usually one week in duration, 
have been held in 34 universities from coast to coast. These courses are designed to 
bring to fleet operators and their supervisors information which will enable them to 
manage their businesses more efficiently and profitably, and at the same time aid in 
the reduction of accidents. 

Motor fleet supervisors courses cover selection, training and supervision of drivers; 
motor fleet maintenance courses are designed to improve the management and super- 
vision of maintenance shops. A new course in terminal operations has been held in 
several schools. 

The establishment of these courses by universities and attendance at them by fleet 
personnel is being encouraged by the 15 organizations forming the National Advisory 
Committee for Motor Fleet Supervisory Training. For further information write:
